But photographers, in my ex­ 
perience, are not made quite like oilier 
people. 
No danger looms so large in 
their nature as the danger of missing 
a good photograph. 
“So it was with the artist on this 
occasion. 
A nervous terror possessed 
him that the first shell from the 9.2 
would do the deed and render further 
shots unnecessary. His photographer’s 
nature gave him no alternative, and 
ho opened the loophole at once. 
Of 
course, the enemy saw, and, of course, 
turned guns onto the spot. 
Happily, 
our 9.2 was punctual. The photograph­ 
er was forgotten in bigger things and 
he got an excellent picture of the dis­

of

shot up in dust and ashes under the 
stimulus of the eighth shell. 
“Often on such occasions the ner­ 
vousness of the photographer’s work 
has been increased by the complete 
clearance of the trench. 
There is al­ 
ways the danger of a mine or she. 
kicking back, so for a short period in 
certain circumstances the front trench 
may be cleared.

soldier’s 
withdrawal is* becasion for the pho 
unusually tograph«*r*s advance. 
To miss taking 
the explosion of a big mine, such as 
that of the Hawthorn Redoubt on dub 
I would be as serious as a soldier’s 
failure to take a strong place. 
It w'as 
while holding such a trench alone tha" 
the garrison 
of 
two 
photographers 
had one of their machines crippled. 
A 
fragment of a high-explosive shell cut 
the leg of the camera off. 
“One of the most disagreeable facts 
of the war for photographers and some 
others is the enemy’s unpleasant Hab­ 
it of .sniping with artillery, even hea­ 
thy artillery. 
I have se°n a shell pitch­ 
ed within ten yards of two observers 
who pad exposed themselves 
on 
a 
hilltop in Flanders. 
At least as good 
shooting was made at a camera shown 
above the parapet in the neighborhood 
of Hebuterne. 
Possibly the Germans 
thought they had discovered some new' 
m ortar or infernal machine. 
“At any rate, they began almost at 
once to snipe with their 5.9. 
The ex­ 
cellence of the shooting suggests that 
the spot had been already registered. 
The first shell fell just in front. 
It 
was followed by another within a few 
yards, and the third hit the parapet 
just as the twro were packing up their 
apparatus. 
Like wise men, they fell 
on their faces al the first sound of 
the whistle; but even a recumbent*po- 
sition has its dangers. 
One ot them 
was covered up with mud and needed 
his friend’s help to get clear. 
I have met [he official photograph­ 
ers in many places. 
There is nothing 
in or behind the lines that escapes 
their ministrations. 
Indeed, one is in­ 
clined to feel that the future history 
of the w ar should be photographs as 
to a good half of its contents. 
But the 
most vivid picture I have is of a buoy­ 
ant figure, equipped, of course, with 
shrapnel helmet and gas mask, pick­ 
ing his way between German prison­ 
ers and our wounded in the neighbor­ 
hood of Mam et*. 
He was, I think, on 
the track of captured 
guns 
in 
the 
wood, but on his way w'as busy with 
prisoners. 
He had a great Wray with 
prisoners. 
His refusal to speak Ger­ 
man impressed them and did not seem 
to intel fere with the crisp clarity of 
his instructions, which were obeyed 
to the letter. 
“All the official photography, kine­ 
matograph or other, is done by men 
who fly about with extreme activity 
from one part of the front to the other. 
One of them has been

Fear That Conditions Will Force the 
United States to Step in and 
Straighten Them Out, a 
Report Says. 


P a n a m a , Sept. 22.—With American 
occupation a goblin before which all 
Panama politicians s t a n d aghast, earn­ 
est efforts are being mace to relieve 
the tension which developed recently 
in the national assembly and which 
threatens to cause the intervention of 
the American authorities. 
The trouble had its origin in a coup 
by which the minority party, or lib- 
eralcorservatives, managed to elect 
the presiding officer of the assembly 
in the absence of several delegates be- 
longing to the government party. 
When the assembly convened nine­ 
teen of the thirty-three deputies were 
of the government party and fourteen 
of the opposition. 
For each 
deputy 
there’is an alternate, and the consti­ 
tution provides that “in the absence 
of a deputy, whether 
accidental 
or 
permanently,” his alternate may vote 
in his place. 
The alternates of three 
of the government deputies were in 
sympathy with the opposition. 
The 
coup consisted of keeping those three 
deputies away from the assembly and 
voting their alternates in their places.

KEEPING CP THE MILK FLOW 


Summer Silo Gaining Favor as Source 
of Succulent Feed—Some Grain 
Should Be Given. 


Th.- summer silo is gaining favor 
rapidly as a supply source of a suf­ 
ficient amount of succulent feed. Many 
dairy farm ers feed silage every day iii 
the year and especially when pasture 
is not to be had. 
and filled in the fall to be opened in 
July is the most economical method of 
supplying a succulent ration during 
short pastures. 
Silage left over from winter feeding 
amy be kept with very little loss un­ 
til midsummer. 
Cows should be fed 
from 40 to 50 pounds of silage each 
day. 
Silage alone does not furnish it 
balanced ration so some grain should 
be fed, especially lo the cows that 
give tile most milk. 
At least one pound of cottonseed 
meal should be included on the daily 
grain ration.

T R U T H A B O U T C R I M I N A L C O ST S. 


Statements have been made in the 
campaign giving all the credit for 
recent reductions in the criminal costs 
of Pettis county to Prosecuting At­ 
torney Shortridgo, absolutely without 
cause or reason, as a m atter of fact. 
Recently an article 
was 
published 
which said. 
“ It is said that in keeping the crim­ 
inal costs down to $78.95 for August, 
Prosecuting Attorney A. 
L. 
Short- 
ridge has established a 
record 
for 
Pettis county. The costs for criminal 
prosecution during Mr. Shortridge’s 
present term of office has been kept 
down to the minimum every month.” 
Why try to deceive the voters about 
this important m atter, by telling but 
half the truth? Here are the facts in 
the case: 
Mr. Sbortridge is the first prosecut­ 
ing attorney who has received a fixed 
salary for his compensation without 
any fees. 
Before January first, 1915. 
the prosecuting attorney 
in 
Pettis 
county received a salary of one thou 
sand dollars a year, and also a fee of 
five dollars for every conviction for 
misdemeanor and $10 for every con­ 
viction for felony, except 
in 
a few 
special cases where the 
fee was a 
little more. 
These fees were allowed by section 
10696 of the revised statutes of Mis­ 
souri. Under that law, the amount of 
money made by the prosecuting attor­ 
ney depended upon the number of con­ 
victions he procured, and this con­ 
stantly tempted the prosecuting at­ 
torney to run up criminal costs. How­ 
ever, the democratic legislature, to 
cure this abuse, passel a new law, 
which may be found en pages 108 and 
109 of the laws of 1913. The new law* 
provided that on and after January 
first, 1915, the prosecuting attorney 
shall receive in counties the size of 
Pettis, a salary of two thousand five 
hundred dollars per annum, and that 
all of the fees which under the old 
law went to him should be paid into 
the county treasury. Under this new 
law, the prosecuting attorney gets the 
same money 
whether the 
criminal 
costs are big or little. 
It is not to 
be supposed that any prosecuting at­ 
torney would go to the extra work 
of prosecuting a needlessly large num­ 
ber of cases when he could get no 
extra pay for the extra work. 
The county clerk’s 
records 
show 
that the $78.95 costs for August were 
the result of four convictions. 
For 
this work Mr. 
Shortridge 
received 
from the county the sum of tw?o hun­ 
dred and eight dollars and thirty- 
three cents. 
Under the old lawT, for 
the same work he would have receiv­ 
ed the regular salary for the month, 
amounting to $83.33, and also fees in 
the sum of $20.00, or a total of $103.33, 
so after all Mr. Shortridge is probably 
the best paid for the work actually 
done of any prosecuting attorney Pet­ 
tis county has ever had. 
We do not reflect upon Mr. Short 
ridge, but his party should not claim 
that he has resisted 
a 
temptation 
whtcli was never presented to him.

Expense of U sing the Great Seal H as 
Been Greatly Restricted. 


London, Sept. 22.—Falling into line 
with other departments 
of state in 
the question of economy, the 
privy 
council of Great Britain has ordered 
that the great 
seal 
shall 
only 
be 
used very sparingly, thus saving time 
and money. 
The affixing of the great seal to a 
document takes nearly half an hour 
and requires the attendance of two 
officers, known as “the sealer” and 
the “chaff wax.” 
It was formerly affixed to royal as­ 
sent of appointments of archbishops 
bishops, king’s 
counsel 
and 
Indian 
judges, etc., but will now only 
be 
used on the patents of peers, baron­ 
ets and the appointment of judges in 
the high court. 
The seal was always taken around 
with the lord chancellor, 
either on 
state or private visits, but the custom 
was broken by Lord Loreburn. who 
only carried it if certain its use would 
be required. It is six Inches in diam­ 
eter and was struck in silver in the 
largest press at the mint. It consists 
of two deep and heavy plates of sil­ 
ver closely fitting into 
each 
other, 
and the present one was made soon 
after the death of King Edward at a 
cost of $2,000 to $2,500. Constant use- 
age made it necessary for new ones 
to be struck frequently, and during 
the reign of Queen Victoria no less 
than four were made. j 
An old seal goes through the pro­ 
cess of “demasking,” the sovereign 
at a meeting of 
the 
privy council 
striking it with a hammer sufficiently 
hard to make a distinguishing mark. 
One side of the seal is given to the 
sitting lord chancellor and the other 
to the ex-lord chancellor.

Beme, Switzerland, S ep t 22.—Per­ 
haps no single industry in Germany 
has suffered so much from the tia ra s 
that of toy making. In the last peace 
year Germany’s toy trade aggregated 
140,000,000 marks or $35,000,000, 
of 
which $25,000,600 was export and the 
larger part to America. Since the war 
'bis figure has dropped nearly two- 
i birds. What is worse 
still 
for the 
German manufacturers 
is 
the fact 
that other countries 
have 
taken up 
this industry and the Germans 
will 
find it very hard to recover thoir lost 
markets. 
More than any other branch of in­ 
dustry the German toy trade sent its 
products throughout the world. 
Its 
first development was after the Fran* 
co-Prussian war, but it was not until 
twenty-five years ago that its exports 
first assumed very large proportions. 
Before the war not less than 100,000 
persons were employed in toy mak­ 
ing, mostly in 
Saxony, 
around Nu­ 
remberg. It was largely a home in­ 
dustry and furnished work for thou­ 
sands of women and children. 
In 1013 toy exports to the United 
States amounted to 
nearly $10,000,- 
000, but since then, 
owing 
to the 
British blockade, the volume of trade 
bas sunk to perhaps less 
than one- 
fourth of 
this 
sum. 
The 
neutral 
states, 
Holland, 
Denmark, 
Sweden 
and Norway, have bought more toys, 
but their Increased trade has failed 
to make up the losses of trans-Atlan­ 
tic trade. Austria-Hungary, too, bas 
taken more toys and the home trade 
bas been much better. But in spite of 
all this, the total shrinkage in the an­ 
nual turn over is estimated at be­ 
tween 60 and 70 per cent. 
I 
The shortage of raw' materials, too, 
i has caused the toy manufacturers en­ 
ormous inconvenience and the enor- 
; mous rise in prices has injured their 
trade still more. The w'ar has caused 
the 
loss 
of 
business 
connections 
| abroad which have existed for many 
years. Foreign customers have been 
looking for new 
sources 
of supply, 
and foreign manufacturers have been 
t encouraged to go out after the Ger­ 
man trade. In the United 
States, in 
I England and France and Switzerland 
new' toy industries have started, aid- 
| cd greatly by 
the 
increased prices 
) which 
the 
German 
manufacturers 
j have been forced to demand. 
It is said that 1,500 kinds of Ger- 
1 man toys are 
now' 
being 
made in 
England and are being sold at the 
same prices as the original articles. 
i In France the trade is being pushed 
rapidly and one factory alone has a1 
ready made over 
n 
million dollars' 
worth of dolls. A French bank has 
b^tii specially organized to promote 
I •» Interests of the toy trade. Japan- 
es * competition, too, is greatly fear­ 
ed, especially in the American mar­ 
ia t. 
Various projects are under consid­ 
eration in Germany to improve the 
situation of w'hat is after all a “sea 
son industry” for holiday times. It is 
proposed to establish a “Doll day,” a 
new gift day, when every child shall 
he given a doll 
St. 
John the Bap­ 
tist’s day. June 24, is suggested as a 
suitable date. It is thought that this 
might not only greatly help the toy 
industry, but it might also 
be used 
to promote the interests of various 
juvenile 
associations, 
through 
the 
manufacturers devoting a portion of 
their receipts to these charities. But 
the main point is to do something to 
aid tills very hardly affected branch 
of German industry and provide w ork 
for tile many thousands of families 
dependent upon it.

M uller, an aged German, and his wife, 
w as taken from the Johnson county 
jail here early this 
morning 
by

m asked mob and hanged to a tele- 
phone pole, 
The mob came to Olathe 
in m otor ears, it is supposed, from 
Stilwell, 
where 
Dudley 
had 
lived. 
Sheriff Carroll refused to surrender 
Dudley and I he mob over]*owered him. 
T hen they battered down three jail 
doors, secured their prisoner, took him 
to the edge of town and hanged him to 
a telephone pole. 
Dudley was to have been sentenced 
to life imprisonment today, as Sheriff 
Carroll feared a mob might attem pt to 
take him and wished to have him ta k ­ 
en to the penitentiary as quit*HIy as 
possible. 
Mrs. Carroll, the sheriff’s wife, was 
th e heroine of the lynching. 
Not only 
did she secret the keys to the jail, but 
she called the fire departm ent, the un­ 
der sheriff and City Marshal Carberry. 
M arshal C arberry was m hired by a 
m em ber of the mob, but his injury was 
said to be not Serious. The mob came 
into Olathe quietly, the lights of the 
motor cars dimmed by coats thrown 
over them and the license 
tass 
re­ 
moved. 
One man went to the jail and called 
the sheriff out of bed with a story that 
a man had been hurt in a m otor cai 
accident. 
As Carroll cam e downstairs 
he was seized. 
He fired five shots 
from a revolver, hut was overpowered. 
Mrs. Carroll ran from the house with 
the keys and threw them iii the yard. 
The mob m em bers broke into a garage 
near the jail, secured tools and began 
haltering down the jail doors. 
Mrs. Carroll, who was outside th* 
jail, calks! the fire departm ent and 
undersheriff and the city m arshal. Tin 
fire 
departm ent 
threw 
stream s of 
w ater on tie 
men outside, hut was 
forced to desist bv a display of revol­ 
vers by members of the mob. 
The 
undersheriff and 
M arshal 
Carberry 
w ere overpowered and taken into tie 
jail. 
Just as the' door to Dudley’s cell 
w as broken down someone struck Car 
berry with a revolver and r e n d e r e d 
him unconscious. 
Dudley when asked if lie commit 
ted the crim e replied, 
“So 
help me 
God, I didn’t do it.” He was taken to 
the motor cars a block from tho Jail 
and the mob w ert 
to 
the edge of 
town. A folly foot rope was thrown 
over the arm of a telephone, pole and 
he was pulled up. The mob then for 
the 
first 
tim e 
began 
yelling 
and 
flo u tin g . A num ber 
of 
shots were 
fired a t the boily, six of which struck 
it. 
The mob. convinced that Dudley 
w as (load. got into 
the 
m otor carp 
aud started south toward Stilwell. 
It 
is supposed they are neighbors of the 
m urdered couple, although all were 
masked. It is not believed they can 
be identified. One man seemed to di­ 
rect the operations, 
it 
is said. Ac­ 
cording to rumors, 
the 
leader 
was 
forced to give up Hie plan he had of 
taking Dudley to the abandoned eel 
lar, where the bodies of his victims 
were found and there 
burn 
him to 
death. 
Dudley was convicted last Tuesday 
of the m urder of Mr. and Mrs. Muller 
near Stilwell the morning of August’ 
20. Dudley, who was an 
ex-convict, 
was employed as a 
farm 
hand and 
killed Muller because 
of an alterca­ 
tion over a team of mules he wished 
to borrow-. 
Mrs. 
Muller was killed 
when she asked Dudley what had be 
come of her husband. Dudley hid the 
bodies in an 
abandoned 
cellar and 
continued living at the Muller home.

He had been

yellow jaundice, but early last week 
seemingly had missed the crisis and, 
was believed to be in a fair way to! 
recovery. 
Wednesday he suffered a j 
relapse and sank steadily until the 
end 
The funeral will take place W hines-1 
day afternoon at the residence andj 
burial will take place in Riverview: G A M B O L S 
cemetery.

Mr. Gass wras born in Audrian coun-} 
ty August 22, 1852, and was educated: 
in the common schools and at the 
Mexico, Mo., Academy. 
He was married in 1876 to Miss Jo­ 
sephine Shell, 
of 
Audrian 
county, 
who, with two children, Ray Cass, of 
Jefferson City, and Mrs. John Miller, 
of Vermont, survive him. 
Probably no man has been more 
prominently or 
more 
consecutively 
identified with educational work in 
Missouri. 
After teaching in varous 
schools for a number of vears, he was 
in 1885 elected county school commis­ 
sioner of Audrian county and was re­ 
elected in 1887, resigning in June of 
last year to become assistant state 
superintendent of 
education, 
under 
the late W. E. Coleman. 
I 
He continued in this position under 
L. E. Wolfe, who succeeded Coleman. 
In the meantime he had founded the 
Missouri School Journal, and in 1893 
he resigned from the department of 
education to devote his entire time to 
that publication. 
This paper he owTned and edited up 
to the time of his death. He returned 
to the department of education un­ 
der W. T. (Barrington, as statistician 
and filled that position until 1906, 
when he wras elected state superin­ 
tendent. He w'as renominated in 1910 
but was defeated in the landslide of 
that year by his republican opponent, 
W. A. Evans, of St. Louis. 
In 1914 he again was nominated by 
the democrats. 
His term 
of 
office 
would have expired in January, 1919. 
His death at the comparatively early 
age of 63, is regarded as a distinct 
loss to the educational interests of 
Missouri. 
He was a man of high­ 
est character and w'as thoroughly de­ 
voted to the cause of education. 
He was modest and* retiring, but 
his ability and his knowledge and 
grasp of school affairs made him a 
recognized force in educational mat­ 
ters. 
He had planned many amendments 
and changes in the school law\s to 
present to the coming session of the 
general assembly. He was frail phys­ 
ically and the general run-down con­ 
dition of his health the past year is 
attributed to hard and unremitting 
work in looking 
after

Housewives should be careful at this 
season to see that meats are abso­ 
lutely fresh and thus avoid attacks of 
ptomaine poisoning, says the Phila­ 
delphia North American. 
This is the advice of Dr. Krusen, 
director of the department of health 
and charities, who discussed the dan­ 
gers in tainted or spoiled meats. 
Dr. Krusen referred to the fact that 
meats of all kinds spoil very easily 
during hot weather, 
and 
said 
that 
there is really no excuse for anyone 
using other than fresh meat. 
“Fresh beef should be 
of 
a 
rosy 
color," said Dr. Krusen, “with cream 
colored, 
firm, 
elastic fat, 
scarcely 
moist, when touched with the finger. 
Do not buy w»t, flabby beef thai is 
pale or purple. 
“Lamb or mutton should be firm, 
close grained and light red in color, 
with fat that is white and hard. 
“Fresh veal is pale red (unless milk 
fed, when ^t is light), with firm, white 
fat between the muscles and surround­ 
ing tissues and scarcely moist to the 
touch. Bad veal is soft, mushy, sticky 
and has a very red tinge, while the fat 
has a grayish lead color. 
“Good pork is solid, has pure white 
fat and pink flesh. 
Do not buy pork 
that is soft and yellow. 
“Poultry should 
be 
firm 
to 
the 
touch, pink or yellow’ in color and pos­ 
sess a fresh odor and unbroken skin. 
Stale poultry is flabby, bluish green 
on the crop and abdomen and has a 
bad odor; the eyes are sunken. 
“All shell fish should smell fresh 
and the shells 
should 
close 
firmly 
wrhen put into water or touched with 
tile finger. 
Shellfish should be alive 
when cooked. 
“Fresh fish should hate red gills 
and moist, bright scales, clear eyes 
and should be firm and rigid when 
handled. 
“To detect decomposed 
meats 
in 
cans before opening, inspect the ends 
of the can, and if they bulge, discard 
the can. 
This bulging is due to ac­ 
cumulated gases of decomposition that 
push the ends outward by force of 
pressure. 
“Leaking and rusty 
cans 
should 
also 
be 
discarded. 
Canned meats 
should be free from mold. 
The odor 
of such meats should be the same as 
when freshly prepared, lf the meat is 
putrid, exposure to heat wilt make it 
possible to detect the foul odor. 
“Smoked meats, fish 
and 
glassed 
meat products are bad 
when 
they 
have a rancid, sour smell and when 
the color has changed.”
